BATTLE DEATH 


Mary Unsung Heroes Die 
While in Performance 
of Duty to U. S. 


Washington.—Uncle 
Sam 
has 
his 
heroes iii m ace time as well as in war. 
Records of bravery and <*f heroism 
equal to tile deeds of tilling per ton lied 
by those patriot# who have laced shot 
and shell of an enemy colinsry arc not 
lacking among the array of employees 
of 
the 
United 
States 
government. 
While the hardships encountered and 
the loss of life are not so great in num­ 
bers as those recorded in actual war­ 
fare, 
nevertheless 
they 
bear 
mute 
testimony to the valiant service ren­ 
dered by these fill th. I servants of the 
people, bent on performing tile diffi­ 
cult tasks assigned them. 
And the praises of these heroes are 
not sung in either prose or poetry. 
They are not broadcast 
throughout 
the land. 
There is no congressional 
medal of honor bestowed on th em ; 
no decoration of any kind awaits them. 
There is not even so much as a cita­ 
tion for bravery and meritorious serv­ 
ice performed in the line of duty. 
But these faithful employees of Un­ 
cle Sam never complain. They are not 
seeking 
notoriety. 
They 
are 
con­ 
tent to carry on their dally labors 
Without thought of reward other than 
that which goes with the conscious­ 
ness of duty fulfilled. 
Carry Difficult Mail Routes. 
There is no class of employees of 
the government that faces more actual 
perils of life and limb and are subject 
to more vicissitudes of the elements in 
their daily routine than some of the 
men who carry the mails over some of 
the more difficult of the star routes. 
These men are not paid salaries, hut 
work under contract, awarded under 
the law as a result of competitive bid­ 
ding. 
It might be said that they differ 
from all other government employees 
in that they fix their own salaries. 
When it Is pointed out that during 
th*» lost two and a half years 55 car­ 
riers have lost their lives while in the 
performance of duty, it will he seen 
that the tasks assigned them are haz­ 
ardous in the extreme. 
To the city dweller a reference to 
the mail man brings a picture of the 
grny-conted carrier who delivers his 
letters and packages unhampered to 
any great extent by wind or weather. 
But the denizen of the rural district 
thinks of him as tim driver of a horse- 
drawn or motor vehicle. whose arrival 
Is regarded as on event In the daily 
life of the occupant of the farm, put­ 
ting him, as It does, in touch with the 
outside world and with his fellow man. 
In January of t Ii is year Reinhold 
Preahu, carrier on the star route be­ 
tween Buffalo and .Murchison. S. lh, 
fell a 
victim of duty. 
For several

a-wee I? trips between the two ham­

The theory advanced for 
his death was that, becoming exhaust­ 
ed from a hard day’s work, and while 
attem pting to crank Iii- car. he fell 
and was not able to recover ids senses 
before he succumbed to til*- cold of the 
night. 
Records of the Post Office1 depnrt- 
BH nt diow that among the tno-t dan­ 
gerous and difficult routes served by 
rural carriers and star route contrac­ 
tors are those extending from New­ 
port to O tter Rock, Ore,; Unison Bay 
to Detroit Harbor. WI s .; Rocky Bar 
to Atlanta, Idaho, and from Sandusky 
to Kelley's Island, Middle Pass and 
Put-in-1'ay, 
On the Rocky Bar-Atlanta (Idaho) 
route, the service Is performed In the 
Hinter season by carriers traveling on 
snowshoes, packing 50 pounds of mail.

Carrier# Face Ice Peril. 
The routes from Kl lf.-on Bay to F»e- 
troit Harbor, Wig,, and from Sandusky, 
ohio, to nearby island- must he op­ 
erated over the ice in the winter and 
in tile fall whet* the lake Is frozen. 
During tile spring thaw it Is extremely 
difficult and hazardous to carry on the 
service. 
A number of carriers h ive 
lost their lives in endeavoring to trans­ 
port the mails between these points. 
Probably one of the most hazardous 
experiences that ever befell tine or 
more of Uncle Sail}1# mail carrier- was 
that of the Hitchcock brothers, car­ 
riers on the routes out of Sandusky.

should take into consideration proper 
rotation 
and 
manuring.

should be prepared by plowing. Wher­ 
ever fall plowing may he don 
wit Ii - 
out danger of serious fail blowing, rite 
! sol! should he plowed in the fall. 
In 
the spring this (and should be worked 
down into a seed bed, making as good 
a seed bed as would he made for 
beet-- of corn. 
Where sprint: M oving 
is done it should he done early. 
Preparing Seed Bed. 
Beans respond to good preparation. 
Consequently enough attention should 
he paid to disking, harrowing nod 
compacting the seed bed. 
In some 
sections listing has l**en attempted ms 
the method of preparing the s ui ! i* 
benn 
planting. 
Listing, however 
is 
poor practice, except upon soils which 
cannot be safely plowed because of 
their very strong tendency to bion 
Where the land is prepared by listing 
there is a tendency to slow up the 
development of the crop and delay ma­ 
turity. In addition to these handicap*, 
beans planted by the listing method 
are more difficult to harvest; espe­ 
cially if there is damp weather during 
the harvest there is likely to he ram ?* 
damage to the pods by coining in con- 
j tact with the soli.

Where the land was well plowed the

disking when tile weeds start, which 
will destroy tile weeds and prevent

On Irrigated lands after sugar beets

and prepared for market, the amount 
of disease they showed when they 
were shipped or when they went into 
•corage., and finally, upon tile condi­ 
tions under which they were held. in 
transit or in storage. 
The percentage 
of disease depends to a considerable 
extent, also, upon the length of time 
the apples have been kept in storage, 
those stored longest being the most 
seriously affected, 
Inspection of the 
commercial tipple crop over a four- 
vear period sl owed that the bos crop 
offered from a steady increase in per 
eatage of disease from October rill 
Dine; the barrel crop only from De- 
ember to June.
